All which notwithſtanding,the painting ofa Pu- 
ritane is ſo hard and difficult, as that the toy $kill 
of Apelles, Pyrgoteles,Praxiteles,and of al the cun- 
ning Painters 1n SaintChryſoſtoms ime, will (carſe 
reachthis obieCt. 

For as Proteus changed himſclte into diucrs 
ſhapes, & appeared lomerimes like a lame of fire, 
ſometimes like a Bull, and ſomerimecs like a terri- 
ble Serpent: fo the Puritane changeth himſelfe 
likewiſe into diuers ſhapes , & apycareth ſome- 
times like a Proteſtant, ſometimes like a Papiſt, 8& 
ſomctimes like an Anabaptiſt. 

It may therefore ſeeme ſtrang*,that I, who ne- 
uer before handled thePenfill , would for my firſt 
countertaite ſhadowe the Pwuyitane. I am (I con- 
fellce) at alofle , and know not heerein whar to 
an{were : onely this I ſay concerning this ray firſt 
picture,as Phydras ſaid concerning his firſt procrat- 
ture : if it be liked, Twill drawe more beſides this ; if 
loathed none but this.
